NASA Scores a Direct Hit 


Scientists marvel as Deep Impaet probe eollides with eomet 


PASADENA, CALIF. I They weren’t a red, white 
and blue spectacle, but the cosmic fireworks 
NASA created by blasting a hole in a comet 
were something for scientists to cheer about 
this Fourth of July weekend. 

The brighter-than- expected white flash of 
light climaxed a daring mission “that’s some- 
thing to be proud of on America’s birthday,” 
said Rick Grammier, the mission’s project man- 
ager at NASA’s Jet Propulsion Laboratory. 

About 12 hours after the barrel-sized Deep 
Impact space probe smashed into a comet half 
the size of Manhattan, scientists showed off 


dramatic, sci-fi-like images. Photos shot by the 
impactor probe as it awaited its suicidal colli- 
sion revealed for the first time the surface of the 
comet Tempel 1 as it closed in at 23,000 mph. 

The impact released a bright flash fol- 
lowed by a larger one as a plume of trapped 
gas and debris spewed from the comet’s belly 
into space, backlit by the sun. 

“Our experiment went very, very well,” 
said CO -investigator Pete Schultz of Brown 
University, who seemed to be brimming with 


enthusiasm. “We touched a comet and we 
touched it hard.” 

The mission seemed to spark enthusiasm of 
skywatchers too. NASA officials said the Deep 
Impact Web site had 1 billion hits, compared 
to some 400 million hits for the Mars mission. 

Scientists said the comet appears to have a 
soft, dusty surface with crater-like features. 
Trapped ice seems to be below the surface, pos- 
sibly containing the primordial ingredients of 
the solar system. Scientists are hoping to get 
to the comet’s core to learn about the origins 
of the sun and planets, alicia chang (ap)

In Independence Day 
speech, president urges 
increased war support

retreat. It is courage.” 

Bush made a quick holiday visit 
to the West Virginia University 
campus and spoke outdoors at a 
grassy circle on a hot, humid day. 
The audience of a couple thousand 
people was restricted to ticket-hold- 
ers who gave him an enthusiastic 
welcome. The shouts of several hun- 
dred protesters who were kept out 
of sight could be heard faintly dur- 
ing the address.

In his speech. Bush said that

Church Leaders Back Gay Marriage 


Vote by United Church 
of Christ not binding 
on individual churches 

ATLANTA I The United Church of 
Christ’s rule -making body voted 
overwhelmingly Monday to approve 
a resolution endorsing same-sex 
marriage, making it the largest 
Christian denomination to do so. 

The vote is not binding on indi- 
vidual churches, but could cause 
some congregations to leave the fold. 

Roughly 80 percent of the rep- 


resentatives on the church’s 884- 
member General Synod voted to 
approve the resolution Monday, a 
day after a small- 
er committee rec- 
ommended it. 

The Rev. John 
H. Thomas, presi- 
dent of the United 
Church of Christ, 
said with the vote 
on Independence 
Day, the rule -making body “acted 
courageously to declare freedom.” 

The resolution calls on member 


churches of the liberal denomination 
of 1.3 million to consider wedding 
policies “that do not discriminate 
against couples based on gender.” 

A small group of conservative 
congregations had proposed an 
alternative resolution defining 
marriage as between a man and 
a woman, and suggested that sup- 
porting gay marriage could lead to 
the church’s collapse. 

No hard data exist on how many 
gays and lesbians are in the UCC, 
which was formed in 1957 and is 
strong in New England, (ap)

Buyer’s Regret at High Court 


Presidents not always 
satisfied with their 
Supreme Court picks 

WASHINGTON I Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower called his Supreme Court 
appointments the “biggest 
damn fool mistake I ever made.” 
Richard Nixon unwittingly named 
the future liberal author of Roe v. 
Wade. George H.W. Bush’s choice 
now evokes a GOP grumble, “No 
more Souters!” 

As President Bush mulls his first 
high court decision, he knows well 
that the notion of picking a Supreme 
Court justice is indeed risky busi- 
ness. He has to get the justice con- 
firmed and then hope that his choice 
doesn’t disappoint him. 

Liberal groups are preparing to 
take aim at any staunchly conser- 
vative jurist. Conservative groups 
remember, with trepidation, that 
some of the court’s most liberal 
justices were picked by Republican 
presidents. 

Legal historians said several

reasons explain why some nomi- 
nees disappoint. Many were named 
despite a clear record of judicial phi- 
losophy or views on issues, perhaps 
because they were prized for factors 
such as gender, religious affiliation 
or political background. 

The court’s internal dynamics 
also play a factor. Justices craft their 
opinions with an eye toward attract- 
ing at least a five -vote majority. If 
they adopt a hard-line position on 
principle, justices risk alienating 
colleagues and writing lonely dis- 
sents for years, hope yen (ap)

EDINBURGH, SCOTLAND I Hundreds 
of black- clad anarchists and anti- 
G-8 protesters clashed violently 
with police in Scotland’s capital 
Monday, as demonstrators sought 
to keep up pressure on world lead- 
ers ahead of a summit of wealthy 
nations. 

Groups of up to 200 demonstra- 
tors, roamed Edinburgh, banging 
drums, blowing whistles and taunt- 
ing officers. Police said they had 
arrested nearly 30 protesters.

The protests were aimed at 
Wednesday’s meeting of the Group 
of Eight industrialized nations at 
the nearby Gleneagles Hotel, where 
world leaders will discuss African 
poverty and ways to deals with 
global warming.

Gadhafi Advises Africans Not to ‘Beg’ 


17 Dead in 
Airstrike on

Civilians among those 
killed; fate of missing 
Navy SEALs unelear 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I An American 
airstrike in Afghanistan’s rugged 
eastern mountains killed 17 civil- 
ians, including women and children, 
an Afghan official said Monday. 
The U.S. military confirmed civil- 
ian deaths but said the numbers 
were unclear. 

An initial airstrike destroyed 
a house, and as villagers gathered 
to look at the damage, a U.S. war- 
plane dropped a second bomb on 
the same target, Kunar provin- 
cial Gov. Asadullah Wafa told The 
Associated Press. 

Meanwhile, the fate of miss- 
ing members of a team of four 
Navy SEALs remained uncertain 
Monday. 

Wafa said a second missing ser- 
vice member had been located in 
his province, wounded and shelter- 
ing with an Afghan family.

Department official in Washington, 
speaking on condition of anonym- 
ity, said a second Navy SEAL had 
not been found, amir shah (ap)

Arrests come amid 
calls from Sunnis to 
take part in elections 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | U.S. and Iraqi 
troops swept through a west- 
ern Baghdad neighborhood on 
Monday, arresting about TOO sus- 
pected insurgents in afresh crack- 
down near the city’s airport. 

But in a sign of political prog- 
ress, a Sunni Arab group called on 
Sunnis to take part in future elec- 
tions. Sunnis boycotted the Jan. 30 
vote, which went overwhelmingly to 
Shiites — an outcome that boosted 
the Sunni-led insurgency by con- 
vincing many Sunnis they would be 
marginalized in the new Iraq. 

The sweep through west- 
ern Baghdad began before dawn 
Monday and was aimed at insur- 
gent safe houses near Baghdad 
International Airport, the U.S. 
military said. U.S. officials said 
foreign fighters were among the 
100 suspected insurgents arrest- 
ed by U.S. and Iraqi forces. 


Late Monday, a suicide car 
bomber struck an Iraqi army convoy 
in Fallujah, the former rebel bastion 
overrun by U.S. troops last year, kill- 
ing at least three civilians, witnesses 
and hospital officials said. 

Meanwhile, police searched for a 
top Egyptian diplomat seized over 
the weekend. In Cairo, the family 


of the kidnapped Egyptian envoy, 
Ihab al-Sherif, said they had 
received no message from the kid- 
nappers. Witnesses said the kidnap- 
pers accused al-Sherif of being an 
“American spy” and shoved him into 
the trunk of a car after he stopped 
at a shop to buy a newspaper.

Iranian Leader Rejects 
Allegations as ‘Baseless’ 


TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran’s ultraconser- 
vative president-elect on Monday 
dismissed as “baseless” allegations 
of his involvement in the 1979 hos- 
tage-taking at the U.S. Embassy in 
Tehran and in killing dissidents.

Al-Jazeera Looking West 


Network aims to offer 
‘different news agenda’ 
with English channel 

DOHA, QATARI Al-Jazeerais noth- 
ing if not bold. 

It has fought repeatedly with 
Washington, which says its exclu- 
sive broadcasts of Osama bin Laden 
speeches show an anti-American, 
pro -terrorist bias. Its freewheeling 
broadcasts have decimated state - 
run TV stations across much of the 
Arab world, leading some countries 
to close its bureaus down. 

So what does such a network do 
next? Plan a massive expansion. 


By March, the network will 
launch Al-Jazeera International, 
a satellite channel that will beam 
English-language news to the 
United States — and much of the 
rest of the world — from its base 
in tiny Qatar. 

The ever- contentious Middle 
East will be its specialty. And 
the news, including coverage of 
Israel, will be served up from an 
Arab perspective, Al-Jazeera exec- 
utives say. 

With a touch of the evange- 
list, perhaps, the station’s execu- 
tives say their mission is nothing 
less than reversing the dominant 
flow of global information, which 


now originates on TV channels in 
the West. 

“We’re the first news chan- 
nel based in the Mideast to bring 
news back to the West,” said Nigel 
Parsons, managing director of Al- 
Jazeera International. “We want to 
set a different news agenda.” 

The station’s research shows 
some of the world’s one bil- 
lion English speakers, including 
Americans, thirst for news from a 
non-Western perspective. 

The new station will be head- 
quartered in Doha and operate 
broadcast newsrooms in London, 
Washington and Kuala Lumpur,

Memorial to East

BERLIN I The museum at Berlin’s 
former Checkpoint Charlie, the 
front line of the Cold War, braced 
for Tuesday’s expiration of a dead- 
line to remove a memorial to the 
victims of East Germany in fulfill- 
ment of a court order. 

The privately run museum had 
been given until July 5 to raise $43 
million to purchase the land where it 
erected the memorial, but fell short 
of that goal, according to director 
Alexandra Hildebrandt. 

The museum had been leasing 
the land from a Hamm-based BAG 
bank but its agreement expired at 
the end of 2004, and a court ordered 
the memorial removed. 

The site includes 1,067 crosses 
representing the museum’s tally of

Pain but Quicker Gain

Bursts of intense 
exercise equal hours 
at a slower pace 

A new study suggests that doing 
intense interval training for 20 
minutes three times a week is just 
as effective at boosting strength and 
endurance as five to six hours of jog- 
ging or moderate cycling. 

It’s a technique that’s been used 
for years by sports teams and ath- 
letes. But it requires so much suf- 
fering that you’re almost destined 
to quit, one expert said. 

The study, published this 
month in the Journal of Applied 
Physiology, was done by research- 
ers at McMaster University in 
Hamilton, Ontario. 



It looked at 16 college students 
who exercise regularly, but are not 


competitive athletes, said Martin 
Gibala, associate professor of kine- 
siology. Half of the volunteers did 
two -week sprint interval training, 
cycling in 30 -second bursts going 
“all out” in four to seven sessions. 
Each burst of cycling was followed 
by four minutes of rest. The work- 
out was done three times a week 
for two weeks. 

The other half of the test group 
continued their normal activities. 

Endurance capacity in the sprint 
group nearly doubled from an aver- 
age of 26 minutes to 51 minutes. 
They also showed an increase in the 
enzyme citrate synthase in their leg 
muscles, indicating an increased 
ability to use oxygen. 

The control group showed no 
change. 


“From a muscle perspective, 
when you do long, slow endurance 
training, you are only recruiting 
part of your muscle fibers to do the 
work,” Gibala said. “In high inten- 
sity exercise, you call upon all of 
your muscle fibers. They respond 
and adapt.” 

An idea that’s been around for 
about 80 years, interval train- 
ing has been a mainstay of com- 
petitive athletes like cyclists and 
middle distance runners, said Ed 
Coyle, a professor of kinesiology at 
the University of Texas. 

“It involves a lot of suffering 
and requires high motivation,” said 
Coyle. “Unless it’s done with a coach 
or teammates to ensure motivation 
and positive feedback it’s hard to 
not quit.” mark johnson (ap)

Missy Elliott created 
the future — now 
she’s leaving it behind 

M U S I C I When it comes to churning 
out hits, most musicians stick to the 
same recipe that gave them sweet 
success the first time around. 

One of the rare exceptions is 
hip-hop’s Missy Elliott. The rapper/ 
singer/superproducer has kept her 
platinum status for almost a decade 
by giving fans the unpredictable, the 
unheard, the unfathomable. With 
surreal, sci-fi sounding grooves, 
out-there lyrics and trippy videos, 
Elliott has thrown listeners for a 
loop so many times that when some- 
thing intoxicatingly weird makes 
its way to the radio, you can almost 
guess it’s Elliott. 

But with “The Cookbook,” out 
today, Elliott is giving her fans the 
unexpected once again by sound- 
ing a bit more conventional. 

“It’s more to the center,” said 
Elliott. “It worked for its time — 
the gimmicky character ‘Missy,’ but 
now, it’s like with music changing 
so much, it’s more in that center 
lane.” 

Her first video, “Lose Control,” 
still has those head-scratching, eye- 


popping images that have made 
her a ground-breaking visual art- 
ist; and there are still those freaky 
sex lyrics. 

While right-hand man 
Timbaland is still providing hyp- 
notic beats, for the first time 
Elliott has branched out, tapping 
the Neptunes and other producers 
to stretch her sound. 

And for Elliott, the pressure was 
tiring — “especially when the expec- 
tations become so high of you ... you 
always remember the last record 
that might have been really success- 
ful and you’re trying to outdo that or 
trying to make something that don’t 
sound like the last record.” 

So with “The Cookbook,” which 
boasts collaborations with Mary J. 
Blige, Slick Rick, Ciara, Fantasia 
and Mike Jones, Elliott made sure 
she took the time to get it right. 

Most of her songs don’t talk 
much about painful emotional 
issues. That changes a bit on “My 
Struggles,” in which she touches on 
the domestic abuse she witnessed as 
a child. Overall, Elliott seems to be 
a little more willing to let the public 
into her world. 

“I want to be on the cover of Us

Romance s Vocalist 


The late R&B singer 
defined romance 
for many generations 

APPRECIATION I Luther Vandross’ 
style harked back to a more gen- 
teel era of crooning, with songs 
that spoke to heartfelt emotions 
and gentle pillow talk. 

“I’m more into poetry and meta- 
phor, and I would much rather imply 
something rather than to blatantly 
state it,” he once said. 

Vandross, whose deep, lush voice 
on hits such as “Here and Now” and 
“Any Love” provided the romantic 


backdrop for millions of couples, 
died Friday. He was 54. 

The singer died at John F. 
Kennedy Medical Center in Edison, 
N. J., said hospital spokesman Rob 
Cavanaugh. No cause of death was 
given but the hospital statement said 
that Vandross “never really recov- 
ered” from a stroke two years ago. 

Since the stroke in his 
Manhattan home in 2003, the 
R&B crooner stopped making 
public appearances, but amazingly 
managed to continue his recording 
career. In 2004, he captured four 
Grammys, including best song for 
the bittersweet “Dance With My

Father.” 

Vandross, who was in a wheel- 
chair at the time, delivered a vid- 
eotaped thank you. 

“Remember, when I say goodbye 
it’s never for long,” said a weak-look- 
ing Vandross. “Because” — he broke 
into his familiar hit — “I believe in 
the power of love.” 

He was arguably the most cel- 
ebrated R&B balladeer of his gen- 
eration. He made women swoon 
with his silky yet forceful tenor, 
which he often revved up like a 
motor engine before reaching his 
beautiful crescendos. 

Vandross’ two sisters and a 
brother died before him. The 
lifelong bachelor never had any 
children, but doted on his niec-

Sketches Off the Street 


A traveling exhibit showcases reckless youth f 


MUSEUMS I “Beautiful Losers: 
Contemporary Art and Street 
Culture,” which opened Friday 
at the Contemporary Museum in 
Baltimore, brings together work 
by artists who emerged from youth 
subcultures such as skateboarding 
and graffiti. 

“The work is really very accom- 
plished and smart,” said Thom 
Collins, the museum’s executive 
director and one of the show’s 
curators. “I think this show is the 
first snapshot of this generation of 
artists that work in this way, and I 
think, historically, the artists in the 


show will be validated.” 

Collins put the show together 
with Christian Strike — founder 
of the skateboarding magazine 
Strength, which includes articles 
on contemporary art — and Aaron 
Rose, a skateboarder and former 
owner of a New York gallery. 

Strike and Rose persuaded 
some of the artists to move beyond 
designing skateboard decks and 
album covers to create art for its 
own sake. 

“Losers” co-curator Aaron Rose 
with Jo Jackson’s “How I Survived.” 



The exhibit is broken into three 
parts: painting and sculpture, 
photography and video — includ- 
ing projects by Spike Jonze, Larry 
Clark and Harmony Korine — and 
design and commercial work. 

Visitors to the current phase 
of the exhibit may be surprised 
by how accomplished the work 
is. Phil Frost’s huge, astonishing 
“Thunderwhisper 43” confronts 
the viewer with dozens of sets of 
haunting eyes. The fiberglass sculp- 
ture “Chum,” by Brian Donnelly, is 
a pink, 6 -foot-tall, vaguely satanic 
riff on the Michelin man. 

Even now, a 1984 chalk drawing 
by graffiti-art pioneer Keith Haring, 
with its dancing stick figures, has 
lost none of its vitality. 

“Beautiful Losers” ought to 
change the mind of anyone who 
thinks graffiti is nothing but an 
eyesore, ben nuckols (ap)

D.C.-based Gratis 
proves people will do 
a lot for free gadgets 

Neighbors’ heads turned when a 
truck carrying 50,000 condoms 
rolled up to Peter Martin’s tiny 
Adams Morgan apartment five 
years ago. 

It wasn’t easy for Martin to con- 
vince his mother that abandoning 
his well-paid sales job to launch 
a condom-based Internet start- 
up was a wise move. But his busi- 
ness plan was firmly rooted in one 
of the most fundamental human 
drives: The insatiable desire for 
free stuff 

With the help of business 
partner and friend Robert Jewell 
(who slept on Martin’s floor), 
Freecondoms.com was launched. 
The pair hoped to capitalize on 
“affiliate marketing,” a term 
that means persuading 
a customer to sign up 
for a product or service 
in exchange for some- 
thing free. 

Today their compa- 
ny, Gratis Internet, gives 
away iPods, Mac Minis, 

Sony PSPs, flatscreen TVs, 
Pradabags and other good- 
ies. In Gratis’ small, sim- 
ple suite on 7th Street NW, 
about 20 employees do 
the business of giving ' 

stuff away for free. “ ^ 

Here’s how it works: 

To earn the free iPod, PSP or other 
loot, the user has to sign up for an 
offer, such as a credit card or a sam- 
ple of tooth-whitening gel. That 
part’s easy. Then the user has to 
convince five other people — called 
“referrals” — to do the same. That 
part’s not. 

Companies pay Gratis $40 to 
$60 for each customer who signs 
up for one of the company’s offers. 


Some are free (at least initially); 
some cost a small amount. The 
free ones have strings, of course, 
like automatic bills that kick in 
after trial periods expire. 

As we discovered in our quest 
for a free Sony PSP, the process 
is far from swift. Signing up for 
offers often requires surrendering 
e-mail addresses, personal details 
and credit card numbers, and it’s 
not easy to convince five scam- 
wary friends to do it. (We found 
Blockbuster’s $10 online member- 
ship to be the most straightforward 
and easiest to cancel.) Then, offers 
can take 15 days or 
more to be credited 
to your account.

suck is Gratis’ investigation for 
any signs of fraud — fake e-mail 
addresses, duplicate credit card 
numbers and multiple sign-ups 
from the same computer. Finally, 


all complaints or questions 
have to be filed online 
after wading through a 
maze of FAQs. 

Martin says the vol- 
ume of inquiries justi- 
fies the byzantine cus- 
tomer service system. But the 
simple fact that it’s free justifies it 
for most people. 

“Some of the criticism out

he showed up with his new iPod. “If 
you’re willing to read the stuff and 
are completely aware of what you’re 
getting yourself into and what it’s 
going to take and it’s not going 
to be the quickest thing in the 
world, do it,” he said. 

The frustration of waiting 
comprises the bulk of com- 
plaints about Gratis. “The 
company makes up reasons 
to deny at least one of your 
referrals,” said Scott Morrow, 
45, of Amite, La. He’s one of 
at least nine who filed com- 
plaints on ripoffreport.com, 
and said the company improp- 
erly flagged one of his referrals 
as a duplicate. 

“We’re up front with our cus- 
tomers,” Martin said. “We tell 
them on the homepage exactly 
what they need to do to get a 
free iPod. We live and breathe 
by our reputation. The more 
iPods we ship out, the better 
, our reputation gets.” Ipods 
are by far the most popu- 
lar freebie, followed by hand- 
bags and flatscreen TVs. 

According to company spokes- 
man Terry Banks, Gratis is now 
worth around $20 million. Martin 
said they’ve sent out an average of 
about 500 iPods each week since 
June 2004. Their homepage glit- 
ters with photos of custom- 
ers displaying new products 
and goofy grins begging non- 
believers to give it a whirl. 

In our case, it took about 
a month to find six referrals 
(though we only got credit 
for five). One took 45 min- 
utes of coaxing to surrender her 
personal data to Blockbuster for a 
trial online membership. Seven days 
later (and, ironically, one hour after 
meeting with Martin), our account 
was approved. A free PSP arrived 
in a few weeks. 

Were the weeks of cajoling 
friends to sign up worth the $250 
the PSP would have otherwise cost? 
Let’s just say that few are immune 
to the thrill of the free. 

“People certainly love free stuff,” 
said Martin. “Ever see T-shirts shot 
into the stands at a ball game, and 
the efforts people make to catch

Another alternative 
to renting forever: 
multifamily homes 

When Naama Gidron and her hus- 
band, Peter Wuhrl, decided to buy 
their first home in Providence, 
R.L, last year, they soon realized 
that the homes in their price range 
were far from the city amenities that 
attracted them to Providence in the 
first place. 

“It just felt like there wasn’t 
enough going on out there for 
me,” Gidron said. “I like to be able 
to walk to a cafe.” 

Their solution was to become 
live-in landlords in a two -family 
home on the city’s thriving East 
Side. Now, they’ve got two bed- 
rooms, a small yard, a two-car 
garage and an attic they can use 


as an office. The $1,000 rent they’re 
paid every month for the unit down- 
stairs helps pay their $2,400 mort- 
gage payment. 

Real estate agents say they’re 
seeing more first-time home buy- 
ers purchasing two-, three- or four- 


family buildings as a way to get their 
foot in the door of home ownership. 
Realtor groups say there is no reli- 
able way to track numbers of mul- 
tifamily houses nationally, but in 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
those numbers have more than dou- 


bled in the past decade. 

“It’s more bang for the buck,” 
said Michael Young, president of 
the Rhode Island Association of 
Realtors. Young said multifamily 
homes have always been popular as 
investments and in the 1950s and 
1960s were thought of as a way for 
working-class families to become 
homeowners. These days, increased 
rents and skyrocketing real estate 
prices have led to a modern surge 
in multifamily sales, he said. 

The trend seems to be centered 
in the Northeast, around cities such 
as Boston and Providence that have 
an older housing stock made up in 
many areas of multifamily homes, 
real estate experts said. 

In Rhode Island, for example, 
the median sales price of two- to 
four-family homes was $280,000 
in the first quarter of 2005, surpass- 
ing the $241,000 median price of 
single -family homes. 

“That’s a first,” Young said. 
Multifamily houses had tradi- 


tionally sold for less, since they 
were considered less desirable, but 
sales of multifamily houses more 
than doubled in Rhode Island to 
a record 2,478 in 2004 from 1,105 
in 1994. 

The median price rose 19 percent 
for the quarter from a year ago, com- 
pared to a rise of less than 3 percent 
for single -family homes, according 
to the Rhode Island Association of 
Realtors. The houses remain afford- 
able because mortgage companies 
factor in rental income and will 
approve a larger mortgage with 
larger payments. 

The surge is driven in part by the 
rush to convert multifamily homes 
to condos, as well as the popularity 
of multifamily homes among first- 
time home buyers and immigrants. 
Realtors said. 

For those who have never owned 
a home before, the added respon- 
sibility of becoming a landlord can 
be a challenge. When tenants need 
repairs, for instance, the homeown- 
er has to step up. 

“Someone throws something 
down the toilet and the toilet gets 
plugged up,” Yameen said, “You 
have to be prepared to deal with
